No. 218 - T ( 82 )/ 40 . -- In their Regolution in the Department of 
Commaroo No. 218 - T ( 55 ) /45, dated the 10th February 1910 , tho 
Government of India riforrod to the Tariff Board # claim to protoo 
tion received from the Coutud AbruVHs Ludustry . The terms of 
referenca to the Turiff Bourd are contained in paragraph 5 of Uom 
meron Dapurtmout Resolution No. 218 - T (85 )/ 48, dated the 3rd 
November 1945 . 

2 . The Board , having congidered this claim , has pubmitted ita 
report to Governinout. The Bourd considers that the coutod ubrus 
ivos indiqtry qualifles for the grant of prototion in the transition 
period , and how made the following recommendations : 
( 1) “ The prevent revenue duties on abrasive papers (item 

30 of the Indiun Uustoms Tariff Schedule ), the standard 
rate being 36 porcont. ad valorem , the preferential rate 
on import: from U . K . 24 poroont. and valorem , and the 
preferential rate on imports from Burma 12 percent . and 
walorem whould be converted into protectivo ad valorem 
duties and ho maintained for the period ending 318t 
March 1949. This artiulo should be listed as a separate 

itern in the Customs Tariff Schedule , 
( 2 ) The present revenue duty on emery cloth ( iten 87 of the 

Indian Customs Tariff Schedule ) which is 30 percent, 
ad valorom , should be reploood by u protuutive duty of 
40 percunt, ad valorem and this should remain in foroo 
for the period ending 31st March 1949 . This article 
should also be listed under a toparuto number in the 

Customs Tariff Schodule . 
( 3 ) All abrasives , coils , dings , belts, shapes , tapes, utc ., made 

of paper , when they are imported as stores apart from 
machinery , should be subject to the Bun prototive 

duties as abrasive papers . 
( 4 ) All Abrasive rolls , ooils , digos , bolto , shapes , tapes , oto ., 

made of cloth , or oombination of pupor and cloth , when 
they are imported as stores apart from maobinery , should 

be subjout to the name duties se ubrwiye cloth . 
(6 ) No import lioonoo for vosted abrasives should be jogued 

for the second half of 1946 end thereafter they should 

be placed on the opon general licence list . 
(8 ) The present revenue duty of 30 percent, ad valorom on synth . 

etio grains should be refunded in the case of firms pro 
ducing coated abrasivo pepor and cloth of all grades, 

Whapes and sizes . 
( 7 ) The present revenue duty of 80 percent. ad valorom on emery 

and kraft paper should be refunded in the case of firme 
produoing coated abrasive paper and oloth of all grades , 
Bhapes and sizog . If evidence is forthuoming that the 
Indian baper manufacturers are manufaoturing kraft 


until the dane of tho paper industry is examined . The 
question of developing the Indian corundum industry 
should be taken up for oxamination at an early dute by 

Govornment. 
(8 ) Arrangements should be inade by the Textile Commiggioner 

to release Tuasonable quantitice of backing cloth of tho 
requisito specifications for the manufacturers of coated 

abrasive cloth . 
(9 ) All facilities should be given for the exportation of coate 

abrasives from India . 
( 10 ) Tho Enginvering Association of India should be move 

to take stopa to prescribo guitable standard speoification 

for indigonous coated abrasives . " 
3 . The Government of India havo , after careful consideration , 
decided to accept all the rouommendations of the Board except Nos

4 . In view of the figures quoted by the Tariff Board relating 
to indigenous costs of production of emery oloth , and having regard 
to paragrapb 28 of tho Board s report . Government have come to 
tho conclusion that the existing revenue duty of 30 % ad valorem 
on emory cloth afforda adequato protection to Indian manufacturero 
and have therefore decided to convert this duty into a 30 % proteo 
tive duty , This now duty will remain in foros up to the 318 Maroh 
1949, As regards recommendation ( 4 ), whloh follows from rooom 
mendation ( 7 ), all abrasivo rollo ; coils , eto ., made of oloth or & oom 
bination of paper and cloth will also be subjeot to & proteotive duty 
of 30 % 

8 . Steps have already been taken to give effoot to recommenda 
tion (0 ). 

6 . With regard to recommendations (0 ) and (7 ) Government 
consider that since the protective duties proposed above would give 
sufficient protection to the industry the grant of a further meguro 
of relief by way of a refund of the 30 % , revenue duty on synthetio 
grains and emory and kraft paper is unjustifiable . 

7 . AB regard recommendations ( 8 ) and (9 ), the Government of 
India would be prepared , go far as possible , to grant the requisito 
facilities whenever they are approached by the manufaturera .

3 . The Government of Indie uccopt recommendation ( 1 ) and have 
decided to ropluco the existing ovenue duty of 30 % on hurricane 
lanterne by a protective ad valorem duty of 30 % till the 31st March 
1944 . 


No . 218 - T (88 ) / 46 . - In their Resolution in the Department of 
Commoroo No. 218 - T (80) /46 , dated .the 16th February 1946 , the Govern 
ment of India referred to the Tariff Board a claim to protection from 
the hurricane lantern industry . The terms of reference to the Terift 
Board ure contained in paragraph 5 of Commerce Department Hego 
lution No. 218 - T (65 )/45 , duted the 3rd November 1945 . 

2 . The Board , huving considered this cluim , has submitted its 
Report to Governmont. The Board considers that this industry 
qualities for the grant of protection in tho transition period and has 
m &do tho following recommendati0118 : - 
( 1) “ The existing 80 per cent. revenue duty should be converted 

into a 30 per cent. ad valorem protective duty for a period 
of three or thrue and a half yours from the lot October 

1946 . 
( 2 ) Government should give refund of duty paid on machinery 
whioh may be imported in future to develop this industry .

personnel abroad , 
( 4 ) Facilities should be given to import hurricane lantern manu - 

faoturing machinery from any country including the United 
States of Amerioa .
